J killed in newsroom shooting 


Suspect had a long-running feud with the Capital Gazette in 
Annapolis, police say, and call the incident a targeted attack

ANNAPOLIS, MD. » A man with a 
vendetta against an Annapolis, 
Maryland, newspaper fired a long 
gun through the newsroom’s glass 
doors and at its employees, kill- 


ing five and injuring two others 
Thursday in a targeted shooting, 
according to police. 

Local police said the Capital 
Gazette was targeted in the inci- 
dent, which prompted heightened 
security in newsrooms around the 
country. 

Police, who arrived at the 


shooting scene within a minute 
of the reported gunfire, appre- 
hended a single gunman found 
hiding under a desk in the news- 
room, according to the county’s 

executive. 
Late Thursday, police identi- 
fied the victims as Wendi Win-

ploring sensitive ecosystems. 

Marine Protected Areas — or MPAs — dot the Southern 
California coastline, safe havens where marine life is pro- 
tected from human impact to restore depleted fish popu- 
lations and preserve the ocean ecosystem. 

But studies show along the coastline, there are still 
plenty of violations — whether accidental or intentional 
— of strict rules set in place. 


Protecting the coast 


The Marine Life Protection Act was signed in 1999 but 
wasn’t enacted until 2012. Its purpose is to re-examine 
and redesign California’s system of MPAs for a long-term 
plan to protect marine environments from overfishing, 
pollution and habitat destruction.

Mission offers 
safe haven for 
female victims 
of trafficking 


The Village of Hope’s new 
program provides shelter

The 24-year-old woman ar- 
rived late one night last week to 
her new room — and a chance to 
escape the street life she had been 
forced into. 

The details of who she is and 
how she got to the Orange County 
Rescue Mission’s Village of Hope 
residential campus in Tustin are 
being withheld to protect her pri- 
vacy and her safety. 

But she represents the start of 
the newly launched Strong Begin- 
nings program that will provide 
emergency shelter, transitional 
housing and other assistance to 
victims of human trafficking. 

Rather than having to rely on 
placing those who are rescued 
from lives of sex work and slave 
labor into motel rooms and other 
short-term situations, or send- 
ing them back home to less than 
ideal circumstances, the Orange 
County Human Trafficking Task 
Force now has another option: 
the stable housing and compre- 
hensive services available at the 
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
